Claim 1 (Currently amended): A method for producing a web page, said method comprising the 
steps of: 

providing a web page design kit including a tangible background medium, a first tangible 
object representing a user interface element and a second tangible object representing said or 
another user interface element: 

positioning^ at a desir e d location at least one tangible obj e ct r e presenting at least one us e r 
int e rfac e e l e ment on a tangible background medium to create a desired web page appearance^Jie 
first tangible object representing the user interface element and the second tangible object 
representing said or another user interface element on the tangible background medium at 
respective desired locations : 

subsequent to the step of positioning, providing the tangible background mediimi to a 
scanner; 

generating a scanned image of the desired web page appearance; and 

executing a program of instructions using ansaid information handling system, the 
program of instructions: 

identifying the first and secon d at loost on e tangible obiectse bieet in the scanned image; 

creating at l e ast on ea user interface element corresponding to the firs tat least one tangible 
object identified in the scanned image; 

creating another user interface element corresponding to the second tangible object 
identified in the scanned image; and 
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formatting an executable web page having said and anothe rt he at least on e user interface 
elements e l e m e nt respectively p ositioned in correspondence with the positioning of the first and 
second at least one tangible objects ebj«et on the tangible background medium so that the 
executable web page has the desired web page appearemce. 

Claim 2 (Currently amended): The method as described in claim 1, wherein the firs tat least on e 
user interface element includes at least one of a label, text box, scroll bar, button, group box, 
slider control, link and predefined element. 

Claim 3 (Currently amended): The method as described in claim 1, wherein the firs tat least on e 
tangible object is identified by at least one of color, shape, texture, size, border style and optical 
indicia. 

Claim 4 (Canceled) 

Claim 5 (Currently amended): The method as described in claim 1, wherein the program of 
instructions further: 

prompts a user to enter data of a particular type related to the identified firs tat least on e 
tangible object; and 

receives data of said particular type fi-om said user; and 

wherein said data is used by said program of instructions in creating said at least on e user 
interface element. 
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Claim 6 (Previously presented): The method as described in claim 5, wherein the data is entered 
by at least one of scanning, typing and data download. 

Claim 7 (Canceled) 

Claim 8 (Previously presented): The method as described in claim 1, wherein the tangible 
background medium is selected from a group consisting of paper, plastic sheets, and a magnetic 
medium.

Claim 10 (Currently amended): The method as described in claim 1, wherein the first at l e ast on e 
tangible object is selected from a group consisting of a sticker, a magnetic object, and a 
removable plastic object which is subject to electrostatic forces. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently amended): A computer readable medium including computer usable 
program code for performing a method for formatting an executable web page^ the method 
comprising the steps of: 

receiving an image, said image being produced through optical scanning of a web page 
design kit including a tangible background medium and first and second at l e ast on e tangible 
objectsebjeet positioned at respective [[a]] desired locations location on the tangible background 
medium to create a desired appearance of the web page;

Claim 1 5 (Currently amended): The computer readable medium as described in claim 1 1 , 
wherein said method further comprises prompting a user to enter data of a particular type based 
on the identification of the firs ta t least one tangible object. 
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Claim 16 (Previously presented): The computer readable medium as described in claim 15, 
wherein the data is entered by at least one of scanning, typing and data download.
